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HE 1943 edition of Comp- 

ton’s Pictured Encyclopedia 

is peculiarly adapted to meet 
the present requirements of chil- 
dren and young people. We at 
Compton’s do not claim to be 
psychic, but even before September 1, 
1939, there was unmistakable evidence of 
changing trends of reading interest, and 
our editorial program has been definitely 
shaped in accordance with these trends. 

The widespread interest in world geog- 
raphy is increasingly apparent, and this 
morning I checked the Compton country 
articles new or recently rewritten or revised, 
and discovered that they numbered 131. Of 
these the large block of new Latin Ameri- 
can materials and the thoughtful and re- 
vealing articles on China and Japan are 
of outstanding importance.
